DANDELIONS: The flowers that 
give q golden hue to the country- 
side is now in full bloom. Dande- 
lions are a real weed, they infest 
jawns, hay meadows, roadsides, pas- 
ture fields etc. Few people take 
any steps to cope with the weed 
and, as a result many hay and 
pasture fields are losing much of 


their value through the encroach- 
ment of this unwelcome invader. 

Dandelions can be controlled and 
even eliminated with 2,4-D or MCP. 
Right now is the time to do it if 
you intend to spray you fields or 
lawn to kill the dandelion. 

For field spraying where there 
are no legumes present my advice 
is to use 8 ounces of acid per acre 
with at least 4 gallons of water. Be 
very careful not to spray on a win- 
dy day in the vicinity of any leg- 
uminous fields or near hedges or 
flower beds. 

I strongly advise that you should 
use a low volatile type of material 
so that the vapors will settle down 
on the weeds instead of vaporizing 
and drift away with the breezes. 

For lawns where you are in close 
proximity to hedges, shrubs or 
flower plants you must exercise ex- 
treme caution even with low volatile 
material. There is a new device 
on the market expressly devoped 
for use on lawns, This is a bar 
about two feet long made of wax- 
like substance with 2,4-D impreg- 
nated into it. You simply drag this 
bar over the patches of weeds or 
dandelions. 

This js quite safe to use around 


flower beds and js also quite ef- 
fective in killing weeds. It takes a 
lot of guess work out of the job.

THE NEW PARLIAMENT 

To those trained observers whose 
business it is to follow parliamen- 
tary proceedings, the new House of 
Commons is going to take some 
getting used to. The 24th Parlia- 
ment of Canada which opened 
recently is like no other we have 
known this many a long year. 

Gone, swept away in the elector- 
al avalanche and those veterans 
who survived the upset of June 
1957, men who have been part and 
parcel of the Ottawa landscape for 
close on to a quarter of a century. 
In their place, intent on winning 
their political spurs, are scores of 
youthful freshmen. To them is en- 
trusted guardianship of our most 
hallowed temporal institution. 

In many respects, the govern- 
ment ‘has been given a medical 
mandate, one which leaves it free 
to apply solutions to the many pro- 
blems which beset a growing coun- 
try on a pragmatic basis, The gen- 
era] direction of some of its policies 
has already been revealed; that of 
many more remains to be indicated. 

“It may be well to have the 
strength of a giant but jt should 
not be used as a giant.” wrote 
Robert Baldwin more than a cen- 
tury ago, and this is perhaps the 
best comment to be made on the 
new government. The nature of our 
political system being what it is, no 
government, however powerful, is 
a law unto itself. It must answer 
for its actions and its policies to 
Parliament, made up as any par- 
iament worthy of the name must 
be of those who oppose the ad- 
ministration as well as those who 
support it. 

As for the opposition members, 
they must allow themselves to be 
neither dismayed nor demoralized | 
by their lack of numbers, The im- | 
portant thing for both them and | 
the government to remember is | 
that they represent 46 out of every 
100 electors who voted on March 31 | 
for other than government candi-' 
dates.
